Fifteen, per cent, not watered, 
would produce breadfimt and agricul- 
tural exports-, uight percent, not water- 
ed, coffee and tea plantations; two per 
cent, watered, bu,;ar cane. There would 
tluMi be lelt A* prr cent for forests, gar- 
dens, meadows, waters, roads and dwell- 
ings. The people ot Java need not then 
be condemned to livo on rico alone. 
Fruits a) t* very important and necessary 
for health, and m Java alone are found 
100 different kindti. Cattle can be easily 
rinsed, and the superabundant numbers 
of water plants, insects and worms that 
are found in tropical countries furni-ih 
an oasy moans ot feeding fish and fowls, 
\Vo find Ihoreloic that in this country 
800 men could find support on one square 
kilometer, or uu ro than four times aa

The boats of tho early steamboatinp 


days wero all Bido.wheelers, It was; n> 
until Into that the advent of the stcnj 
wheel boats occmr/ed, and when it di> 
they woro not looked upon with fnvo 
by tho deuizena of the side wheel crafts 
Tho rivcnnen regarded them as un in 
ferior kind of boat, on whoso decks i 
was beneath tho dignity of a first ola[ 


otea-wiboalmaii to head. 


The packets wero of good size an 


not fto graceful uio\emont as engiuet 
now, and electric lights for steamboat! 
were not even dreamed of. But they 
nerved their purpose in making big jnon 
(iy for tlieir owners. 


There was brt one organized packet 


company running boats down the rivei 
from Pittuburg. It was the oldPittsburg 
and Cincinnati Packet line, and it owned 
about 25 tjteum'boats, some of which left 
the Pittsburg wharf daily. Among them 
were the Buckeye State, the Hibernia, 
Pittsburg, Crystal Palage and Pennsyl 
vunia. Tlie»o boats were all stoutly 
built and especially adapted for fast 
running. Tho laws relating to racing 
were not go stringent then as now, and 
txcitiug contests of speed on the rivet 
occurred daily. 


One of the swiftest of the packots was 


the Pennsylvania. She was the largest 
o£ the Cincinnati boats and made some 
splendid records on the Ohio. She wa.« 
210 feet long and 81 feet beam. Auothet 
fast steamer was tho Alleirhany. Shewaf 
not so large as the Pennsylvania, but 
was almost as speedy. Some of these old 
Cincinnati Packet line boats were sunk, 
a few burned, and the others wore out in 
the rix-er service. 


Besides the Cit cinuati company's pact 


ets there were several steamers, most of 
chern owned by Pittgburgers, which ran 
down the river aud which had no regu- 
lar trades, but made trips whenever and 
wherever there was occasion for then 
services. They were chiefly to St. Louis 
and New Orles.ns, tho trip to tho last 
named point being completed in about 
20 days. There were a few boats run- 
ning up tho Monongahelii and Alleghanj 
rivers. Brownsville was aa far up as 
the slackwater improvements extended 
on the MonongE,hela, and Franklin was 
the head of navigation on the Alleghany. 
—Pittsburg Post.

Upon oue of 
my voyages not long ago we had a long 
spell of warm weather, and there was 
no water in the hold which Ihc small 
army of rats on board could get at. One
